The matter was 
heard by Judge Bigelow at Austin last 
week. The opplieaiit claimed that aftar 
he had received a certificate from the 
Justice of tha Peace that be had tuken 
the scalps, and presented tho same to 
the Board, as providod by the statute, 
the Board had no discretion, but must 
allow the claim. The Judge held that 
the applicant bad a plain aud adequate 
remedy by suit against the county, iu 
which case ti flandamns would not he, 
and sustained tha demurrer of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, to the application, upon 
the ground that the Board, in its dis- 
cretion, might reject any aud all bills, 
subject to the right of the claimant to 
bring suit for their recovery.

ing will dispose of the bounty on scalps 
business, unless Booae claimant brings 
suit for the recovery of the amount al- 
lowed by law.
